The third annual exhibition of paint- 
ings and sculpture by the Greenwich 
Society of Artists was held at the Bruce 
Museum, Greenwich, Connecticut, from 
June 20th to August 2d. Among those 
represented were Leonard Ochtman, 
Henry Bill Selden, George Wharton Ed- 
wards, Florence W. Gotthold, Alden 
Twachtman, Cora Parker, Childe Has- 
sam, Horatio Walker, J. Alden Weir and 
Isidor Konti.

BOOK REVIEWS 

MODERN CITY PLANNING AND 
MAINTENANCE, BY FRANK KOESTER, 
Author of Hydro-electric Development and 
Engineering, Steam Electric Power Plants, 
The Price of Inefficiency, etc. McBride, Nast

City planning is a subject which is 
today engaging wide attention. This is 
one of the first books published treating 
the subject comprehensively from both 
the esthetic and utilitarian standpoint. 
The planning or replanning of a city is 
essentially a work of collaboration, re- 
quiring the skill and knowledge of not 
only the architect and the engineer, but 
the cooperation of the citizens. It is in 
the full realization of this fact that Mr. 
Koester has written this interesting and 
informing volume. He begins by telling 
what city planning is — its significance 
and value, then suggests how to proceed 
in replanning a city, treating separately 
the civic center, ground plan, streets and 
highways, waterways and harbor im- 
provements, taking up in turn the sub- 
jects of bridges, parks and open squares, 
civic embellishments, etc., and then pro- 
ceeding to consider building regulations, 
industrial interests, sewerage, traffic, and 
the general public utilities. Obviously, 
even 400 pages are not adequate for the 
elaboration of any of these themes, but 
much can be said in small space provided 
one has exact knowledge and clear dic- 
tion. Mr. Koester is a technically trained 
man who has had long and varied experi- 
ence. He is apparently fully conversant 
with German methods and practice and 
sufficiently familiar with American re- 
quirements to be able to apply the best 
of these to our needs. In his book he 
gives some valuable statistics and sug- 
gestions, calling especial attention to cer- 
tain important factors in city planning 
successfully employed elsewhere, but not 
as yet tried in the United States. While 
quite different from the significant vol- 
umes by Mr. Mawson and Mr. Unwin, 
this book by Mr. Koester may be con- 
sidered no less valuable as a source of 
reliable information on the planning of 
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cities, both from the artistic and civic 
aspect. As Mr. Koester says : 

"City planning determines the destiny 
of a city. It develops artistic taste, civic 
pride and patriotism ; it makes better citi- 
zens and artisans ; it adds to health, com- 
fort and happiness; it helps to increase 
the population and to produce industrial 
prosperity. City planning attracts in- 
dustries, commerce and visitors; it pro- 
duces better transportation facilities, im- 
proved hygienic conditions, and more 
adequate and less expensive living quar- 
ters and food supplies. City planning 
is a business proposition of the first 
importance." 

INDEX OF ARCHITECTURE AND 
WORKS ON CITY PLANNING 

The Public Library of the city of Bos- 
ton has just issued a second edition of its 
Catalogue of Books relating to Archi- 
tecture, Construction and Decoration, 
originally compiled and published in 
1894, adding a section on City Planning 
which will be found very valuable. The 
work on this new edition was begun in 



1000, and toward the cost the Boston So- 
ciety of Architects contributed five hun- 
dred dollars. Miss Mary H. Rollins, 
who prepared the first issue, is also 
chiefly responsible for the present edition. 
The section on City Planning was pre- 
pared by Mr. Frank A. Bourne. This 
index occupies nearly five hundred pages 
and is provided with both an index of 
authors and of subjects and places. 



STUDIES FOR ALBANY, BY ARNOLD 
W. BRUNNER. 

In the spring of 1912, Mr. Brunner 
was requested by the Mayor of Albany 
to prepare studies for the improvement 
of that city, especially with reference to 
the proper termination of State Street 
and the arrangement of the water front. 
These studies now form the subject of an 
illustrated pamphlet which will be found 
of special interest to those giving con- 
sideration to the subject of city planning.
